Yesterday in discussing the ac­ 
cidents that occur in the home, 
especially in the winter, as was 
pointed out by the Red Cross, 
we noted one of their “Don’ts" 
which was, “Do not turn on the 
electric light while standing in 
the bathtub." 
This brings up the question of 
low voltage shock s. 
It is not 
generally realized that the low 
voltage of the ordinary electric 
fixture in the home is sufficient, 
under 
proper 
circumstances, 
to 
electrocute and k ill. 
Our ordin­ 
ary domestic electric voltage is 
110 volts. 
Most electric fixtures leak , and 
when the body is moist, especial­ 
ly if wet feet are on the ground, 
a circuit is formed which has 
frequently caused death. 
It is 
not the voltage, but the am per­ 
age which IS dangerous. In fact, 
very high \oltage is less lik ely 
to be dangerous than low vol­ 
tage and high amperage shock s. 
Heart Produces Current 
The heart produces a feeble 
electric 
current 
every 
time 
it 
beats and it tak es very little cur­ 
rent to stimulate the heart m us­ 
cles into a condition of fibril­ 
lation which is almost inevitably 
followed by death.
